MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council:— 


Standing upon the threshold of a new year whose dawn is 
bright with the golden promise of continued prosperity, with 
simple yet impressive inaugural ceremonial, we assume to-day 
the responsibility and obligation of another year’s executive 
and legislative service. 

The successful accomplishment, the partial or complete 
failure of the past, are records of the past. Remember that 
to-day an expectant citizenship of a progressive city demand 
that we emulate the civic virtues of past administrations and 
avoid their errors. They insistently call upon us to encourage 
progression by liberal conservatism and let economy be bounded 
only by financial limitation when the true welfare of our city 
is apparently involved. | 

In the many and varied problems that will inevitably 
confront you during this legislative year, you will discover 
that the urgent demands of ‘the present are so closely allied 
to the imperative requirements of the future, that only by care- 
ful deliberation and judicious discrimination can the many 
complex and vitally important questions affecting.so closely the 
welfare of our city be intelligently and correctly solved. 

Trusting therefore that the immediate and urgent demands 
of the present, and the less clearly defined, albeit as urgently 
important needs of the future will receive from you that broad 
and impartial consideration, devoid of all shadow or suspicion 
of individual favoritism or taint of special privilege, that has 
ever signally distinguished and guided the deliberations, and 
governed the decisions of past administrations. 


CITY FINANCES. 


I understand that many cities pursue the policy of issuing 
bonds at the beginning of the business year, covering their 
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anticipated expenditures -for the current year and deposit the 
money thus realized from such a sale to use from time to 
time for the designated purposes as required. In such a case 
interest is paid upon bonds before the money has actually 
© been expended and as the city will not receive as large a rate 
of interest upon money deposited as it pays, there will be un- 
der this system a balance on the interest account against 
the city. 

It has been customary for our treasurer to borrow money 
from time to time as required on short term notes, given in 
anticipation of bonds, and after such indebtedness had been 
incurred and a sufficiently large amount of notes accumulated 
bonds have been issued to take up such notes. This policy 
of refunding floating indebtedness by long term serial bonds 
bearing a low rate of interest is sound iri practice and is a gen- 
eral principle of municipal financing, and if rightly maintained 
accrues in a large measure to the advantage of the city. In 
pursuing this method of refunding the public indebtedness the 
conditions of the money market must be carefully studied 
and advantage taken of the most propitious time to favorably 
float the contemplated issue. 

The city treasurer is now preparing three issues of serial 
bonds, one of $33,000 in payment of outstanding indebtedness 
incurred in the construction, improvement and extension of 
our water works, one of $100,000 for like purposes, and one 
of $142,000 in payment of indebtedness incurred in building 
school houses. | 

It is not my purpose to present at this time an exhaustive 
or extended review of our present and past financial status. 
The treasurer’s report soon to be submitted will contain in 
detail all desired information, but I will briefly submit the 
following figures. 

During the year just closed there has been expended in 
construction of school buildings $84,369.48; in the improve- 
ment, repairs and extension of the water works of the city, 
$127,452.04. 

There has been paid upon funded public indebtedness 
$64,000 as follows :—

The total valuation of the city for the year 1909 is $23,- 
173,580. The present legal borrowing capacity is $173, 240. 90. 
-The debt limit for 1910 is $543,881.30, and the tax rate for 1909 
is $16 per $1000. 
SCHOOLS. 


To adequately meet the requirements of our rapidly in- 
creasing school population necessitates the providing of a 
school building of no mean proportions yearly. 

In 1908 the Henry L. Dawes school a modern eight room 
building situated on Elm Street was completed at a cost of 
$62,500. This present fall term the |William R. Plunkett | 
sixteen room school building on Fenn Street was finished and 
occupied. Exclusive of the land purchase, this building will 
cost in the neighborhood of $90,000, and now in course of 
construction at the Junction is a four room modern brick 
building that will cost about $30,000. 

The congestion in the Linden street and Onota street 
schools is so pronounced that if the school lines cannot be 
adjusted without imposing unnecessary hardship upon the 
pupils, another school building will be required to relieve 
existing conditions in these sections. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The exceedingly dry weather prevalent during the entire year 
just closed succeeding a year of unprecedented drought taxed 
the resources of our water supply to its fullest capacity, clearly 
demonstrating that our present available supply is only ade- 
quate during periods of an average or reasonably profuse 
rainfall. 

Some time ago, te that a.large reserve storage supply 
was absolutely necessary, I ordered that a survey be made, 
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and plans prepared of a sufficiently comprehensive nature, 
that when carried out will completely safeguard the city in 
this vitally essential particular for many years to come. 

The Roaring Brook proposition which will include a large 
storage reservoir at the head waters of Mill Brook, has already 
received the approval of the State Board of Health. The 
original plans recently submitted to me and carefully con- 
sidered, provides for a storage reservoir of 143,000,000 gallons 
capacity. I understand that with a reasonable additional 
expenditure this holding capacity can be largely increased, 
„almost doubled. In my opinion, the additional cost should 
be incurred and the increased storage secured. ‘This additional 
storage reservoir will provide a water supply sufficient for ten 
years to come, providing there is no abnormally large increase 
in our population. 

Our main water pipes are also inadequate to maintain a 
steady pressure if a very heavy draught is demanded. A new 
line should’ be built from the new Ashley Reservoir to the 
city and along First street from Fenn street to Maplewood 
avenue connecting with the North street line at cross streets, 
thereby increasing the efficiency of the main in that important 
thoroughfare. Larger mains should be extended to the west 
of North street and also Wahconah street and over toward the 
General Electric Company’s extensive plant. 

Further contemplated extensive developments of our 
water works are now under consideration. The availability 
of Richmond Pond and Onota Lake should at once be seriously 
considered and intelligently investigated, surveys ordered, and 
a thorough and complete understanding arrived at relative 
to the water rights, conditions and resources. _ 

It is the one great and monumental duty of the City Council 
of 1910 to provide a limitless supply of water for our city 
sufficiently requisite for future needs for many years to come. 

Acquirement of rights and acquisition of property can be ` 
secured more advantageously at this time then when urgent 
necessity actually compels a purchase. 

I am prepared to recommend the appropriation of any 
reasonably large sum of money that may be deemed necessary 
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to enlarge, equip and provide for the City of Pittsfield a water 
supply that will fully meet the requirements for all purposes 
"` and will for all time preclude the possibility of a water famine. 


CHARTER REVISION. 


It has long been apparent to interested students of civic 
affairs that our city charter should be revised. Certain changes 
of a broadly comprehensive nature can at this time be liberally ` 
introduced and adopted. 

The wide spread interest manifested in public affairs and 
in the operation of municipal machinery particularly by our 
cleverest and most successful professional and business men, 
is hailed country wide at the beginning of an era of civic better- 
ment that is earnestly and devoutly desired by all true lovers 
of home and city. : 

The old time method of political manipulation ought to 
be utterly powerless when subjected to the search light of 
business scrutiny. The total obliteration of party alignment, 
the literal abolition of party designation is assured when busi- 
ness methods dominate. 

When the elusive yet singularly alluring honors and 
emoluments of public political office can only be attained or 
secured by acknowledged and absolute fitness of the candidate 
and only retained when the quality of applied efficiency and 
faithfulness is measured by the high standard that approved 
modern business methods demand. 

Many reforms naturally suggest themselves to my mind 
but I will only at this time recommend the appointment of a 
committee of representative business and professional men to 
take this matter under advisement at once, and present if 
possible a revised city charter that will meet the approval of 
the present City Council in ample time to be considered by 
the present legislature. | 


SEWERS. 


The present east trunk sewer is now running under extreme 
pressure and is not of sufficient capacity to much longer bear 
the increased burden from the growing Morningside district 
and the continual increase at the General Electric plant. 
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The property adjacent to Newell street has now no modern 
factlities for the removal of sewage. This should be remedied 
at an early date. 

I would recommend and approve of a plan to build a new 
sewer beginning at Elm street near Root Place where the 
brick sewer begins and running southeasterly to the river and 
easterly along the river front into the Lakewood tract. 

This will provide for the east section near Newell street 
and a spur line connecting with the above to intercept the 
sewage from the General Electric plant and also relieve the 
east trunk sewer of a portion of its burden. This plan would 
also care for the sewage from the Dr. Perrine estate and the 
Kellogg estate, which property is now being deyeloped and all 
that section lying toward Dalton. 

The new Pontoosuc sewer will be built early in the spring 
from Wilson street to the Pontoosuc school. Surveys have 
been made and all plans prepared, the pipe is now upon the 
ground ready for installation as soon as the weather permits. 


STREETS. 

Early provision should be made for a liberal appropriation 
for the care and maintenance of our streets; many improve- 
ments of a permanent and semi-permanent nature are now 
contemplated that will necessitate the expenditure of more 
than the ordinary amount assigned to this department of our 
Public Works. 

Streets in the vicinity of the new Agricultural National 
Bank and the new post office building, should be treated in anti- 
cipation of permanent pavements, new sewer and water pipes 
installed, new curbing placed in position, and the road bed 
resurfaced and crowned. 

East street should be resurfaced and placed in the same 
satisfactory condition existing on South street. 

Work of eliminating the dangerous curve on the Redfield 
Hill, South street, favorably considered by the highway com- 
mittee last year, must be taken up and finally disposed of in 
a manner satisfactory to the abutters and to the city. 

To my mind there seems to be no sufficiently good reason 
for the unsatisfactory street sprinkling service that prevailed 
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during 1909; surrounded as we are by lakes and river,an un- 
failing volume of water for this purpose should always be 
available. 

‘Before the contract for street sprinkling is awarded for 

1910, arrangements should be made whereby the streets will 
be cared for to the satisfaction of the tax payers who bear this 
burden of expense. 
_ The modern methods of highway treatment by patent 
ingredients, oil, tar, and chemical preparations so largely and 
successfully used by towns and cities in the eastern part of 
the state might be more extensively adopted and more generally 
used in our city instead of the old time and present system 
of water sprinkling. 


A NEW UNION STATION. 


The City Council of 1910 should as soon as practicable 
take under advisement the immediate improvement of ter- 
minal facilities at our passenger station. 

The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. and the N. Y. C. R. R. are 
now jointly using a building that fully met the requirements 
that existed when that building was erected over forty years 
ago, but now in this period of increased, comfortable and rand 
transportation, it is totally inadequate, unsuited in point of 
size and convenience, to properly meet the requirements of 
the increased volume of travel that now prevails. 

This matter could be approached in such manner as your 
wisdom might direct by a committee of city officials, a com- 
mittee of influential citizens, or a joint committee whose duty 
it would be to confer with the officials of the public service 
corporation interested. 

I feel assured that the City of. Pittsfield will do everything 
possible to aid by co-operation to bring about the erection of 
a modern passenger station, an improvement that is so uni- 
versally desired. 

The continuation of West street as originally designed and 
used as a public thoroughfare before the present station was 
' built, in my opinion, should also be considered in connection 
with any plans that might be agreed upon. 
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STREET RAILWAYS. 


The continued rapid growth in population, development 
of homestead property, activity in building operations, in- 
creasing visible evidences of business and industrial prosperity 
and expansion, should be supplemented by increased street 
railway development extensions and improvements. 

The recent agitation and public demand made upon the 
traction companies for necessary extensions and improvements 
are reasonable and just and should have been met by anti- 
cipation rather than tardily and reluctantly granted. 

The Elm street, Newell street, and West Pittsfield exten- 
sions, the building of a waiting station at West Pittsfield and 
the completion of Lake avenue and Peck’s Road tracks touch- 
ing at Onota Lake should be an accomplished fact this year. 

I heartily favor the continuance of the road to Onota Lake, 
and if assured of such a possibility, would recommend an 
appropriation for the development of Burbank Park, that ideal 
playground for Pittsfield citizens. 

As members of the City Government, as representatives 
of the people, you should carefully consider the advisability 
of supplementing the efforts of our citizens to secure more 
direct, comfortable, rapid and cconomical transportation 
facilities within the city limits. 


ABBOTT PARK. 


The recent acquisition by gift and purchase of the desirable 
and valuable park property known as Abbott Park in the 
populous and rapidly growing Morningside section of our city, 
will naturally necessitate a small expenditure before the wooded 
portion of the property can be properly utilized for park pur- 
poses. 

The rough undergrowth and the wild tangle of vegetable 
matter should be removed, the minature lake dredged, the 
bottom sanded or gravelled,.and a suitable rim of stone or 
concrete placed around the border; here too a playground 
could be arranged for to comply with the provisions of the 
playground act so overwhelmingly adopted by the city in 1908. 
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This playground could be established on level land adjoin- 
ing the park proper and purchased with that possibility in view. 

On behalf of the city, I desire to thank Mr. Kelton B. Miller 
the generous donor of this beautiful natural park, a splendid 
gift that will not only enhance the value of homestead property 
in that vicinity, but will be an unending source of pleasurable 
enjoyment to our citizens and their children forever. 


Gentlemen of the City Counctl:— 


I congratulate you upon your elevation by the voters of 
the city to fill the dignified and honorable positions you are 
called upon to occupy in this government as their direct and 
personal representatives. 

We assemble today in this ancient and time honored hall 
wherein many of our honored and distinguished predecessors 
assumed like obligations, faithfully and unselfishly performed a 
like service to that which you will be called upon to perform 
during the ensuing year. 

Memories of their inviolate integrity, of their unbounded 
self sacrifice, of their unalterable devotion to the patriotic 
service of their beloved city, must compellingly arise at this 
solemn moment.

The number of dogs returned by the assessors was ter 
hundred and sixty males, and ninety-six females, making a total 
of eleven hundred and fifty-six dogs. Of this number one hun- 
dred. and forty-seven could not be found; twenty-six had left 
the city; sixty-two were killed by the police officers, making the 
tota! number returned nine hundred and twenty-one. In addi- 
tion to this number two hundred and seventy-two dogs were 
found by Officer Dennis Hogan, making eleven hundred and 
five males and eighty-eight females, a grand total of eleven 
hundred and ninety-thrée dogs in the city, duly registered ac- 
cording to law. The taxes on seven hundred and fifteen dogs. 
were collected by Officer Dennis Hogan who was detailed for 
the service. | 
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REMARKS. 


The present force of patrolmen numbers twenty-five men. 
With the constantly and rapidly increasing population this 
number seems hardly adequate to meet the demands of the city. 
Under the present system of allowing the patrolmen one day 
off in thirty, the department is always short the services of one 
man. The two theatres require the services of patrolmen, 
one requiring the time of one man every evening during the 
weei: for r considerable portion of the year. The department 
is constantly receiving requests for the service of patrolmen 
and the vresent number of the force hardly allows it. 


it has been necessary during the year to engage reserve of- 
ficers for service Saturday nights and Sunday to assist the reg- 
ular officers. 


I would therefore, at this time, recommend the appoint- 
ment of two more regular patrolmen that patrol work may be 
niore efficiently done. 


I also take pleasure in this report to express my apprecia- 
tion of the work done by the members of this department dur- 
ing the year 1909. It is fitting to extend to them my sincere 
thanks for their efforts to co-operate with me in the perform- 
ance of the duties and purposes of this department, a most im- 
portant one dealing at all times with the public. They have 
been efficient in carrying out the orders issued to them and are 
to be commended for the intelligent mamner in which they have 
` performed their respective duties. 


In closing, I also desire to extend the thanks of the depart- 
ment to Dr. Wilfrid A. Millett, city physician: Dr. Millett 
has paid fifty-one calls to the station in answer to requests for 
his services. He has rendered arduous service cheerfully and 
has ever been willing to respond to our calls, day or night. 

The police department has in Mrs. Sarah M. Dean, its ma- 
tron, a painstaking official. Her duties are far from pleasant 
but she is always willing to respond to calls for her services. 

It is my privilege to thank His Honor, the Mayor, the com- 
mittee on police, the judges and clerk of the District Court of 
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Central Berkshire and the probation officer for their aid during 
the year. It has materially assisted the department in its work-. 
ings.

The department has responded to 117 fire alarm calls dur- 
ing the year, of which 84 were telephone calls, and 26 box calls, 
7 verbal calls and one false alarm.

There 
has been added to the department the past year six new boxes, 
and six more should be added this year, for the city has grown 
very rapidly the past two years. This branch of the service is 
under the supervision of Bartholomew Cummings, assisted by 
John E. Fleming, both efficient electricians.

` RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the city purchase one new auto- 
mobile hook & ladder truck, of the Seagraves make and one 
new automobile combination wagon, of the American La 
France Manufacturing Co., make. 

A new fire engine house should be built near the Junction 
of Pecks Road and Wahconah Street. This section of the city 
has increased in the past three years, and should receive better 
fire protection than the city is able to give now. 

I would recommend that the call force be reduced’ to thirty 
men and that. their pay be increased to one hundred dollars 
($100.00) per year (the force is now of fifty men at. forty dol- 
lars per year.) | 
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I would recommend the abolishment of the office of fore- 
men with the exception of the hook & ladder company. 

There should be a fine imposed for being absent from a 
bell alarm, and every man should be compelled to report to the 
heads of the department at every alarm, or furnish a reason- 
able excuse. There are some members who answer a call when 
they feel like doing so, while others never miss a fire, and the 
delinquent ones should be dropped from the department (this 
may seein putting it strong but it is the truth.) 

The Central Station should be painted outside and inside, 
for it is just decaying for the want of paint; the old stalls 
should be taken out and new ones put in as the old ones are 
rotting away, and this should be attended to without delay. 
The cost of one horse with a broken leg would half pay for re- 
pairing them all. 

One wagon pipe at $125. 

There should be purchased for the chemical No. 1 wagon 
a set of new wheels, for the ones now in use are really not safe 
to use. 

If the hook and ladder truck is to be kept in service, new 
wheels will have to be put on that also; the two sets will cost 
about $400 complete and ready to put on the wagon. -

The board finds for this year few special matters to com- 
ment upon. Substantially all the houses in the city for which 
sewer connection is available have been connected with the 
sewer. The city’s system of sewerage should of course be exten- 
ded as rapidly as the cost of work will permit and the board 
is informed that the othen departments of the city government. 
already have this matter under consideration. intending to ex- 
tend this system as fast as possible to do so. | 

We feel that with the large and rapid growth of the city 
in the last few years provision should be made for a hospital 
for contagious diseases and if this matter was properly handled. 
it would be possible to save the city some expense as well as to 
provide greater protection for contagious diseases. Quarantine 
regulations are a great hardship especially to the poorer of our 
citizens and if provision is made for the care of patients suffer- 
ing from contagious diseases which will remove them from 
their families and acquaintances their recovery should be 
speedier and the chance of a spread of contagion much reduced. 


The board has endeavored during the year past to enforce 
the statute against spitting and has also recommended to the 
city the passage of a milk ordinance which the city has acted 
upon. It would consider it advisable for the city to have in 
mind the passage of some ordinance regulating the sale of ice. 


The garbage contract has not yet been awarded although 
it was recommended in the last annual report that this matter 
should be properly disposed of. This contract is a contract in 
which the board has nothing to do except to see that the garb- 
age is collected in a manner that is not dangerous to the pub- 
lic health. Like all other municipal work it seems that some 
other department should see to this contract for the disposal 
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of garbage. By special order we have from time to time to do 
with it. The city government which has referred to us the 
matter of making the contract with the Henry Brothers has: 
given us very little power, as all orders which have been called to . 
our attention have given us very restricted orders, and so we 
have been able to do little but recommend and our recommen- 
dations have not been followed. 

We are, as we always have been, of the opinion that it 
would be of advantage to the city to collect and dispose of this 
matter itself or if it does not see fit to do so, we believe that 
the contract should be awarded to some private individual at 
once. | 

The city government adopted a portion of our last recom- 
mendation on this subject by purchasing of the Henry Bro- 
thers the land used by them for garbage disposal. We recom- 
mended this purchase more for its use as a public dump than 
for any other reason, as the interest on the small amount in- 
volved in its purchase is less than the amount paid as rental 
for present public dump. We consider the Henry site a good 
one to be used for the purpose of a public dump and garbage 
disposal, whatever arrangement may be had for the collection ` 
of garbage. 

We have again to thank Officer Hogan for his very efficient 
services as special officer for this board. His good judgment 
has greatly added to the efficiency of the work of the board. 

During the past year Mr. Featherstone who has had 
charge of our fumigating has died. As yet we have employed 
no new person to do this work. This work has been done 
since his death by Dr. Hunt, the medical member of the board. 
We feel that it is better to have this work under direct su- 
pervision of a medical man. The work of quarantining each 
particular place is apt to have its peculiar problems which can 
best be cared for by a skilled physician. 

The campaign against tuberculosis is becoming active not 
only in this state but all over the country. We think that in 
this most excellent work the city of Pittsfield should bear its 
part and we think this city and this board should do every- 
thing in its power to help this work. We would accordingly 
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recommend the establishment of a day camp for the purpose of 
instructing the poorer people who are afflicted with this disease 
as to the best method for its prevention and care of those af- 
flicted with it. |

There has been an unusual amount of work for this de- 
partment during the past year. Much of this work is not com- 
pleted and will require -careful attention during the year to 
come. 

The following suits are now pending against the City of 
Pittsfield: 

American Sewerage Disposal Company Vs. The City of 
Pittsfield—in the Circuit Court of the United States. 


Adolph Naehr Vs. The City of Pittsfield—in the Superior ` 
Court for the County of Berkshire.. 


The following cases have been disposed of:— 


Petition of Samantha L. Burbank Vs. The City of Pitts- 
field, dismissed by agreement of parties. 


The following claims against the City have been settled:— 


Nicholas Kirchner Vs. The City of Pittsfield, a claim for 
damages to his land by reason of the waters from Ashley Brook 
flowing over his property at the time of the Lower Ashley Dam 
giving away. The water made a cut through his land and de- 
stroyed some drive-ways over the brook. Mr. Kirchner settled 
the claim for Five Hundred (500) Dollars, paid Lo hm by the 
City of Pittsfield, and he also gave to the City a right to use 
the way over his land to the Lower Ashley Reservoir, and also 
the right to lay and construct pipes. The deed conveying these 
rights to the City of Pittsfield has been recorded. 


The claim of Edgar M. Weller against the City of Pitts- 
field for damages caused by the overflowing of Ashley Brook 
as aforesaid. The City paid Mr. Weller Five Hundred KP 
Dollars in full settlement of his claim. 
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The claim of William P. Cregan, a conductor on the Pitts- 
field Street Railway for injuries received while operating a 
car along the Dalton line on Plunkett Street was settled for 
Two hundred (200) Dollars. 

The City of Pittsfield has brought suit against The Ambur- 
sen Hydraulic Construction Company. The case is now pend- 
ing in our Superior Court and has been especially assigned for 
trial at the coming April sitting of the Court. 


LEGISLATION. 


The following Act was passed by the General Court affect- 
ing the City of Pittsfield:—Chapter 293, Acts of 1909. “An act 
to authorize the City of Pittsfield to incur additional in- 
debtedness for the improvement of its water works.”

Superintendent of the Fire Alarm 
AND POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


Pittsfield, Mass., February 1st, 1910. 
To His Honor, the Mayor and Honorable City Council. 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my second annual re- 
port of the fire alarm and police signal system. Both systems 
are in good working order. There have been several changes 
made this year on both systems, such as changing boxes to lo- 
cations where there is less danger from high voltage wires. 
There have been six boxes added to the fire alarm this year, 
which adds about three more miles of wire to the different cir- 
cuits. 

With the present growth of the city, there must be a 
change in the battery room. The present five circuit repeator 
must be replaced with an eight or ten circuit repeator. The 
batteries now in service have been in use seven years and should 
be replaced by new ones this year. The present switchboard is 
very unsafe, and should be replaced by an up-to-date one. In 
my report of last year, I recommended the changing of boxes 
on No. 1 circuit to other circuits, which has not been done. It 
is essential that such changes be made this year. 

The police alarm system during the past year has been en- 
tirely rebuilt. All side brackets have been replaced by substan- 
tial fixtures, and wires running from top of poles to boxes have 
been put in iron pipes, which protect them from high voltage - 
wires. There are wires on some streets that should be placed 
underground, caused by the changes made by the Pittsfield 
Electric Company.

PASSED IN THE YEAR 1909. 


No. 78. AN ORDINANCE, establishing a minimum wage 
for laborers employed by the City. 


Be It Ordained By The City Council Of The City Of Pitts- 
field, as follows: 


All laborers working for the City of Pittsfield upon 
streets, water works, sewers and other public works of the city 
shall receive not less than two dollars for each days work of 
eight hours.

No. 79. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance Num- 
ber 57 Entitled An Ordinance Relating to underground wires 
and electrical appliances. . 

Be It Ordained By The City Council Of The City Of Pitts- 
field, as follows: 


Ordinance No. 57, entitled, “An Ordinance Relating to un- 
derground wires and electrical appliances,” is hereby amended 
by striking out at the beginning of section 1 thereof the words, 
“The chief of the fire department, under the title of ‘Super- 
visor of Wires,’ ” and inserting in place thereof the words, 
“The Inspector of Wires;” and is hereby further amended by 
striking out the word “Supervisor” wherever iit. occurs in said 
Ordinance No. 57 and inserting in each place thereof the word 
“Inspector.” 


Approved July 8, 19v9. 
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No. 80. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the Sale of Milk. 


Be It Ordained By The City Council Of The City Of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


Section 1. No milk or cream shall be sold in the city of 
Pittsfield after the passage of this ordinance, except from cows 
that have been subjected within one year to examination that 
shall be satisfactory to the board of health and to the inspector 
appointed by the board of health of the City of Pittsfield under 
Chapter 105 of the Acts of 1909, and pronounced free from the 
disease known as tuberculosis or any other disease that may 
render the milk injurious to man. 

In case an examination made by any person other than ` 
the inspector of the city of Pittsfield, shall be unsatisfactory 
either to him or to the board of health, a proper examination 
shall be made by said inspector for the city of Pittsfield, and his 
decision shall be final. 

Section 3. Any person selling or distributing milk in the 
city of Pittsfield, shall at the time of taking out his license, in- 
form the board of health, in writing, of all sources from which 
he receives his supply, and upon making any change whatever 
in the sources of his supply, shall immediately give notice to 
the board of health of such change. 

Section 3. Whenever the board of health shall deem it 
necessary, but not less frequently than once during each year, 
it shall make or cause to be made an inspection of all dairies 
and other places from which milk is sold in the city of Pitts- 
field, and shall keep a written report of the result of such in- | 
spections on file in its office for public examination and refer- 
ence. | 

Section 4. All cans, bottles or other vessels of any sort, 
used in the sale, delivery or distribution of milk shall be clean- 
sed or sterilized before they are used again for the same pur- 
pose, and all wagons used in the conveyance of milk for sale or 
distribution shall be kept in a cleanly condition and free from 
offensive odors. No person shall use a milk vessel as a contain- 
er for any other substance than milk. Bottles shall not be fill- 
ed except at the dairy or creamery. 
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Section 5. Every person keeping cows from which the 
milk is sold in the city of Pittsfield, shall have a room entirely 
apart irom the stable, (although it may be in the same building 
if desired,) in which the milk shall be strained and cooled, said 
room to have an impervious floor and the side walls and ceil- 
ings to be made of matched lumber or battened, unless lathed 
and plastered. No water-closet, earth-closet or privy shall be 
within or communicate directly with this room. The floors of 
all stables in which animals are kept shall be constructed of im- 
pervious materials and they shall be so graded as to conduct 
the excretions of the animals to the outside of such building. 
Drops behind cows shall be not less than 21 inches wide and 6 
inches deep. The walls and ceilings of all cow stables shall be 
cleaned ənd white-washed at least twice a year, and oftener if 
required by the board of health; nothing in this section, how- 
ever, shall be interpreted to prevent cooling of milk in spring 
houses when same are properly constructed and located as ap- 
proved by the board of health. 

Section 6. Every person engaged in the production, stor- 
age, transportation, sale, delivery or distribution of milk, im- 
mediately on the occurrence of any case or cases of Typhoid 
Fever, Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, or other infectious. disease, _ 
either in himself or in his family, or amongst his employes or 
their immediate associates, or within the building or premises 
where milk is stored, sold, or distributed, shall notify the Pitts- 
field Board of Health, and at the same time shall suspend the 
sale and distribution of milk until authorized to resume the 
same by the said Board of Health. | 

No vessels which have been handled by persons suffering 
from such diseases shall be used to hold or convey milk until 
they have been thoroughly sterilized. No bottle, can or recep- 
tacle used for the reception or storage of milk shall be removed 
from a private house, apartment or tenement wherein a person 
has any infectious disease, except with the consent of said 
Board of Health. | 

Section 7. Every person selling milk or offering for sale 
in a store, booth or stand in the city of Pittsfield, shall keep 
such milk in a refrigerator or other perfectly tight receptacle 
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entirely separate from any food or other contaminating pro- 
duct, said refrigerator or other receptacle to be provided with 
ice during the warm months, or at any other time when requir- 
ed so to do by the board of health. 

Section 8. Any person, party or corporation violating 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty dollars ($20) for each offence. 

Secticn 9. Any person, party or corporation after being 
notified by the board of health to discontinue the sale of milk 
in the city of Pittsfield who shall sell or distribute any milk in 
the city of Pittsfield until he receives permission in writing 
bo to do trom the board of health, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than twenty dollars ($20) for each offence, and his 
license to sell milk in this city shall be revoked. 

Section 10. For the purpose of enabling the board of 
health to carry out and enforce the provisions of these regula- 
tions any member of the board of health or any duly authoriz- 
ed agent of the board of health shall at all times have free ac- 
cess to all creameries, dairies, barns, stables, stores, wagons 
and all other buildings or premises in which cattle are kept 
from which any part of the milk supply of the city of Pitts- 
field is obtained, or in which milk, skimmed milk or cream is 
received, kept, stored, bottled, canned or offered for sale, or 
which arc used in the transportation or delivery of milk, for 
the purpose of making inspections of said premises, vehicles, 
cans, vessels, measures and other utensils used in conducting 
the handling, sale and delivery of milk, and for the purpose of 
taking samples of the milk, skimmed milk or cream for analy- 
sis or other tests to determine its quality. 

Section 11. At the time of issuing any license hereunder 
a copy of this ordinance shall be delivered to and receipted for 
by the person to whom a license shall be granted for the sale 
and distribution of milk in the City of Pittsfield.

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No. 81. AN ORDINANCE, Empowering the Board of 
Health to employ a Physician to make bacteriological examina- 
tions. 


Be It Ordained By The City Council Of The City Of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


That the Board of Health be and it is hereby authorized 
to employ such skilled physician as it may deem expedient who 
may or may not be a member of said Board to make such bac- 
teriological examination of cultures for determining the pres- 
ence of diphtheria as said Board may, deem expedient and in 
the interest of the public health. The compensation for such 
work if if is performed by a member of said Board shall be de- 
termined by the remaining two members of the Board and 
shall in any event be paid from the current appropriation made 
yearly for the expenditure of said Board and shall not exceed 
$25 a mouth.

No. 8. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Superintendent of the Fire Alarm and Police Signal 
Systems. | | 


Be It Ordained By The City Council Of The City Of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Within twenty days after the passage of this 
ordinance and thereafterwards annually in the month of Febru- 
ary, the Mayor and Aldermen shall appoint a superintendent 
of the Fire Alarm and Police Signal Systems. Said superin- 
tendent shall hold office until the first Monday in March of the 
year next ensuing, or until his successor shall be appointed. 
For such cause, as to them seems sufficient, the Mayor and Al- 
dermen may, at any time, remove said superintendent from 
office; and in case such office shall, for any cause, become va- 
cant, such vacancy shall be immediately filled for the unexpired 
term. 
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Section 2. In addition to his other duties, the said sup- 
erintendent shall, as often as the same may be necessary to en- 
sure the safety and efficiency of the said system, patrol all lines 
of electric wire connected with or used therein. He shall care 
for and keep in good order and proper repair all of the wires 
and fixtures as well as all the other apparatus and machinery 
of the aforesaid systems. He shall be responsible to the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen for the good order and efficiency as 
well as the safe and sound condition of both of said systems; 
and of all the apparatus, wires, fixtures, and machinery con- 
nected therewith. He shall have the right, power, and author- 
ity to use any and all materials which may be necessary in the 
proper performance of his duties, and in effectuating the pur- 
poses of his appointment. He shalJ, however, keep an accurate 
account of all extra labor and all materials needed and used for 
the proper maintenance of said systems; and shall charge the 
expense of maintaining each of said systems to the account of 
the department for and in behalf of which such expense shall 
have been incurred. 

Section 3. The salary of said superintendent shall be 
payable weekly, and shall be at the rate of One Thousand Dol- 
lars ($1000) per year; nine-tenths of said salary shall be 
charged to the Fire Department and one-tenth of said salary 
, shall be charged to the department of Public Safety. 

Section 4. In exercising the power of appointment which 
has been conferred upon them by Section 1 of this Ordinance, 
the Mayor and Aldermen must select a practical electrician, but 
may select him from any department of the city service; he, in 
turn, may select from any department of the said city service 
a competent electrician or lineman to assist him in the proper 
performance of his duties; and such assistant electrician or 
lineman, during whatever period of time he may be so employ- 
ed, shall be under the sole superintendence and control of said 
superintendent. The salary of such assistant electrician or 
line-man shall be the salary received by him in the department 
of which he is a member, and shall be paid to him as a regular 
member of such department; and neither the appointment of 
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said superintendent nor the selection of said assistant electric- 
ian or line-man shall be regarded as a severance of his or their 
connection with that department of the city service in which 
they are now employed and of which they are now members 
Section 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances which 
are inconsistent herewith are hereby expressly repealed.

To His Honor, the Mayor and the Honorable City Council :— 


In compliance with the provisions of the ordinances of the 
City, the Board herewith present a report of their operations 
for the year 1909. To keep pace with the needs of a rapidly 
growing city like Pittsfield taxes the energies of a depart- 
ment of public works to the fullest capacity. Constant de- 
mands reach us for extensions of sewer and water and ex- 
tensive operations have been carried on along these lines dur- 
ing the year. A large amount of work in maintenance and 
improvements has beer made in the department during the 
year and a perusal of the following pages will show the work 
of the several departments in detail. 


WATER WORKS. R 


This department of public works has been one of absorbing 
interest the past season. The blowout at the new Ashley re- 
servoir on January 7, made necessary much arduous work dur- 
ing the winter. This consisted in securing the dam against 
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further movement by constructing concrete piers under the 
suspended buttresses continuously across the dam, and sunk 
to rock. Subsequently the disturbed portion of the dam was 
jacked into position and the piers connected to the underside 
of the floor of the dam. In the summer work was started by 
sinking a new cut-off wall for the entire length of the dam. 
Mr. Percy M. Blake was retained as Consulting Engineer, and 
placed in responsible charge. An engineer from his office, D. 
Frank Crowley, acted as superintendent and proceeded to 
organize, men, tools, etc. A trench was. opened. at the point 
where the wash borings indicated the deepest cut to rock, and 
work confined to this section until conditions were satisfactory. 
Much care was necessary in protecting the dam from injury 
in thus opening up the earth immediately adjacent to the 
original cut-off wall and below its bottom level. The new 
concrete cut-off wall was sunk close to the original wall and 
into rock in the low land forming the bottom of the valley. In 
the side banks it penetrated into clay. The depth varied from 
21 to 37 feet in the bottom of the valley, and below the old 
cut-off wall to a depth deemed safe on the side banks. Rock 
was found below the depth indicated by wash borings. In all 
cases the new wall was made a part of the support of the old 
wall by bracketing under when laying the new concrete. Ex- 
treme care was used in bonding the two walls and in back- 
filling. All cracks appearing in the deck were closed with as- 
phalt, and voids under the floor filled with cement grout forced 
under pressure. At the immediate situation of the washout 
under the floor and back of the cut-off wall the hole was not 
filled as it was considered unnecessary by Mr. Blake. On 
December 12th, the waste gates were closed and the reservoir 
has since been partially filled with water. It was decided un- 
wise to expose the Mill Brook dam to any such accident as 
occurred at the Ashley reservoir, and work similar to that 
described above was performed at this site. The new cut-off 
wall was carried to a depth varying from twenty to thirty feet 
in the basin, and conforming to conditions encountered on the 
side banks. A yellow, pasty, and incompressible soil was en- 
countered and soft disintegrated rock. This work was com- 
pleted about the first of December and the reservoir has since 
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been used to impound the surplus water from Roaring Brook. 
The work on both dams was done by day labor under super- 
vision of the city. 

The year just closed has been one of much anxiety regard- 
ing the quantity of the water supply. Two dry years Have 
succeeded one another, and Ashley Lake, the only reserve of 
the city, was not half filled when called upon im June to supply 
the deficiency caused by the low flow in the brooks.. Notwith- 
standing the most stringent measures to retain the supply, such 
as discontinuing garden hose, stopping the use of water in 
operating elevators, sending the sprinkling carts to Silver Lake 
for water in place of using the street hydrants, etc., the supply 
slowly but surely ended. 

Roaring Brook as an auxiliary supply had been in use dur- 
ing the autumn but was not of material value at this time of 
the year. Resort was made to Onota Lake, and after obtaining 
the approval of the State Board of Health, a ten inch iron 
pipe was extended on West street, from Miss Learned’s 
residence to the south-east cove of the lake and a 10x12 
Deane triplex power pump, double acting, was installed with 
a Westinghouse 125 h. p. motor. This delivers about 970 gal- 
lons per minute when running at its normal rate of 40 r. p. m. 
The old portable engine and boiler owned by the city was set 
in place at Ashley lake with six and four inch centrifugal 
pumps to raise the water from the low portion of the lake into 
a wood trough, and thence carried by gravity to the channel 
above the dam. After about a month’s hard work, amidst 
constant repairing, the engine broke down and it was necessary 
to purchase another engine, and the gasolene type was select- 
ed owing to the excessive cost of coal at such a distance from 
a railroad station. The machine is a Nash, gasolene, 30 h. p. 
engine and has been run intermittently as occasion demanded. 
The pump at Onota lake has been run continuously and with 
the aid of the gravity system on the east mountain has main- 
tained an average pressure at the City Hall of 58 pounds. The 
permit to maintain the pump in its present location on land 
of Mr. Salisbury expires on April īst., and it is the intention 
of the Board to move it to a location on land owned by the 
city in Burbank Park on the east shores of the lake near the 
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end of Lake avenue, where it will be set up permanently and 
act as a reserve whenever conditions warrant its use in the 
future. | | 

These unsatisfactory conditions will continue until an ample 
reserve has been provided by constructing a storage reservoir 
for use in the summer and fall months. ' This storage reservoir 
should be started as early as possible in the spring of 1910 
and pushed to completion. Investigations of new sources and 
options on water rights is a wise provision for the future. 

Our main pipes also are inadequate to maintain a steady . 
pressure when a very heavy draught is demanded, and at 
least a new line should be built from the new Ashley reservoir 
to the city of 24 inch pipe, and along First street from Fenn 
street to Maplewood avenue of 20 inch pipe, joining the North 
street main at cross streets, thereby increasing the efficiency of 
the main in that important thoroughfare and also reinforcing 
other mains nearby. More mains should be extended to the 
west of North street, and also on Wahconah street and the 
vicinity of the General Electric Co. Storage however is most 
needed, as a quantity myst be on hand with which varying re- 
sults may be obtained in the pipe system as the case may de- 
mand. The present sources are good for two and one-half 
million gallons per day in a dry year, and figuring on I00 gal- 
lons per capita means a supply for 25,000 people. Therefore 
at least seven hundred thousand gallons per day more is re- 
quired for the present population, and one and one-half mil- 
lion gallons per day more than our present supply for a popu- 
lation of 40,000 people. The Roaring Brook proposition, 
which includes the storage reservoir at the head waters of Mill 
Brook, has received the approval of the State Board of Health 
and may be started during the first part of 1910, but any other 
large development of waterworks must first await an investi- 
gation, surveys, and a report ‘which would take at least six 
months. The report on Roaring Brook describes the proposed 
Dellea reservoir as containing 143 million gallons. Later con- 
sideration of this question has convinced us that this should 
be increased to about 250 million gallons by planning the dam 
of an increased height of twelve feet. This can be done at 
reasonable expense, as the foundation cost remains the same 
in either design, and the extra storage is well worth the extra 
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cost. It would be improper to expend any large amount on 
a new supply unless a thorough understanding is had of the 
conditions and resources of new supply. 

Following the report on a new supply would be an applica- 
tion to the State Board of Health for approval of a taking, of 
water from a new source. This would be acted on probably 
the latter part of the year and consequently a legislative act 
in the winter of 1911 would be introduced in the General 
Court, and even if favorable action were taken at every stage 
in the proceedings, the summer of 1911 would have advanced 
before work could be started on,permanent construction. If it 
is desired to commence work this year on a storage reservoir, 
the approved site proposed for such storage at the head waters 
of Mill Brook, including the diversion of a portion of Roaring 
Brook is the only plan which can meet immediately the present 
emergency. . |

This table shows a decrease in the consumption of water 
during nine months from 100.28 gallons to 87.75 gallons per 
.capita. The consumption of water has not increased, being 
just a trifle less than last year, but the population has in- 
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creased at least 3,000 which reduces the per capita consump- 
tion. While the use of:garden hose, sprinkling carts from hy- 
drants, and excessive use of water in elevators was discon- 
tinued at certain times, the principal reason suggested for this 
decrease is the apprehension of the public as to the decrease in 
the water supply and the resulting cessation of a liberal use of 
water. 7

The Board have acquired during the year the farm of Louis 
Eckhart in the town of Washington containing 300 acres 
more or less and for which $4000 was paid. They have also 
exchanged a parcel of land with Jacob Kirchner by which 
considerable area was added to the city watersheds. The con- 
sideration in the exchange with Mr. Kirchner was $1000. 


WATER METERS. 


The Board desire to be recorded as again favoring the in- 
stallation of water meters, believing that this is the only fair 
and equitable method of furnishing water. There is little doubt 
that the installation of meters would cut down our consump- 
tion one-third. The saving in water and also the expense of 
pumping sewage in such an event is easily recognized. The 
board feel however that the present rates for metered water 
as applied to domestic services is too low and would re- 
commend that your honorable body take early action on the 
revision of the rates. 


í FINANCES. 


A summary of the water works finances for the year fol- 
lows. For more detailed information reference may be had to 
the reports of the City Auditor, Tax Collector and Treasurer. 
While on this subject the Board take occasion to recommend 
the application of the receipts from the water works to the 
payment of the water debt. The net receipts for 1908 were 
$36,436.27. This was after paying for’ maintenance of works, 
interest and payment on debt. At this rate if the earnings of 
the department were placed in a sinking fund but'a few years 
would elapse before the debt would be abolished and the 
-city would be in a position to make extensions and keep the 
works up to a high standard of excellence from its own earn- 
ings. . 

The Board also call the attention of your honorable body 
to the rentals for fire hydrants which were cut off in the year 
1895. Prior to that time an annual rental of $30 per year per 
hydrant was paid by the city to the water department. This 
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should be resumed. We are called upon to expend large sums 
of money each year in the installation of fire hydrants and 
the maintenance of the same, which is a large item in freezing 
weather, for which the department receives absolutely no 
credit. It is the custom in a large number of municipalities to 
appropriate a sum each year for hydrant rentals and such a 
custom should prevail here.

NOTE. 


The slight increase in receipts for the year as compared i 
with other years is accounted for by the fact that during the 
severe drouth of the past season orders were given the largest 
users of water like the railroads, liveries, elevators and the 
Stanley Company to discontinue the use of water. The re- 
ceipts fell accordingly. 


WATER ANALYSIS. 


On the following page is given the analysis of the water 
from the several sources of the city’s water supply. The 
analysis is made from samples taken from the different sources 
at various times during the year and is furnished by the Mass. 
State Board of Health. 
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POLLUTION. 


It is a source of gratification to the Board to state that the 
city’s sources of water supply are practically free from pollu- 
tion. During the last few years the city has acquired by pur- 
chase a number of farms along the several brooks and sur- 
rounding the reservoirs on which the buildings have been re- 
moved and the chances of pollution eliminated. Beside this 
there is the great advantage of conservation of the supply by 
allowing the wood on the various tracts to stand. 7

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HIGHWAYS. 


The small appropriation made for highways allows only of 
maintenance work, and any work of a permanent nature or 
improvements await a special appropriation. A system has 
been started, beginning at the center and working outward, of 
improving and sustaining a certain standard of road, In- 
stances of this are South, West and East Housatonic streets, 
Bartlett and Pomeroy avenues, First, Second and Orchard 
streets, Summer, Bradford and Union streets. . While the 
work on these streets cannot be classed as a permanent im- 
provement, the surface answers the requirements of summer 
travel, and is apparently satisfactory to abutting property 
owners. Many streets and some outlying roads need a 
stronger surface to uphold traffic, but provinical methods must 
be adopted thereon, to keep within the appropriation. All main 
roads leading from the city to adjacent towns should be built 
of macadam or equally strong construction with a modern 
surface to withstand automobile traffic. A certain amount of 
work done every year would gradually complete the system; 
with the advent of the automobile and the increased use of 
the highways, the past complaints of the farmers have been 
heavily re-inforced by this new participant, a critical observer 
of the road, the automobilist. 


GRADING Briccs HILL. 


West street at Briggs Hill is excavated and filled to grade 
a distance of 1150 feet at the roadway and also the south 
bank. This bank was dangerous in winter for pedestrians and 
the height interfered with the development of adjacent pro- 
perty. A sidewalk on the south side with a tree space graded ` 
gradually to a gutter improves this section. The bottom of the 
roadway is filled for a width of fourteen feet and a depth of 
eighteen inches at the center with heavy broken stone, form- 
ing a V shaped mass for. drainage of soil and bearing of loads. 
This was covered with six inches of gravel for a width of 
eighteen feet and cobblestone gutters laid on both sides down 
the hill. To provide for a more concentrated flow of surface 
water from this hill, the drain on West street near South John 
street was extended westerly to Onota and South Onota streets 
with a fifteen inch pipe and catch-basins built at these, streets 
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which also improves these approaches. The construction above 
described has been contemplated for'some years and is a dis- 
tinct improvement to one of the main highways entering the 
city. The contract was awarded to Daniel J. Walsh of this 
city and: the work is practically completed, but some cleaning 
up of surfaces, a catch-basin, and some gravel will be necessary 
in the spring before the road is finally accepted. 


-~ PINE STREET GRADING. 


Pine street was excavated to grade, roadway and sidewalks 
graveled, and a 3'4x3 concrete culvert built to carry the water 
from Abbott Park and the property north. This water for- 
merly ran in an open ditch along the side of the road for a 
distance, then wound over private land to a little basin called 
Duck Pond. This open way was replaced by the culvert. Pine 
street is now the main approach to Abbott Park, recently 
acquired by the city, and while the construction of the culvert 
was not originally considered, it appeared wise to grade the 
street its entire length. 


CHURCHILL STREET REPAIRS. 


This street from West street northerly and also near Spoor’s 
farmhouse, about three-fifths of a mile, is repaired in a similar 
manner to West street. This consisted of building a V drain of 
stone and covering with gravel. The road was formerly in 
bad shape in the spring, and Mr. Spoor, an abutting owner, 
` furnished the stone for filling. 


SouTH STREET MAINTENANCE. 


South street from Backus Block to Redfield Hill is again 
cleaned, scraped, covered with a light coating of trap rock, 
and treated with calcium chloride to prevent mud and dust. 


ONOTA STREET GRADING. 


That portion of Onota street lying between Peck’s Road and 
the northwest corner of the cemetery has been excavated to 
grade with roadway, cobblestone gutters, and catch-basins re- 
built. A gravel sidewalk constructed on one side of the street 
means an added convenience to persons walking to the mills in 
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that section. This section of street, as a city way, has been 
in doubt, and the same has now been relocated to a width of 
two and one-half rods and constructed to conform to the 
approved line and grade. 


PAVING REPAIRS. 


Repairs were made to the asphalt and bitulithic surfaces on 
North and West streets due to the opening of trenches for con- 
nections for new buildings, the maintenance of waper pipes, 
and the new conduit of the Pittsheld Electric Co. A few 
patches were necessary to the pavement. It was necessary to 
buy tools, furnaces, etc., to prosecute the work, as the time 
for which the paving companies were obliged to keep the pave- 
ment in repair and do repair work for the city had expired, 
and the cost of the same was included in the appropriation. All 
work on the street railway tracks was performed at the 
company’s expense, tools and men being loaned them from the. 
city’s force. 

SOUTH STREET DRAIN. 

South street at the foot of Howard Hill was provided with 

three new catch-basins, all draining to the brook. The surface 


water at this point flowed over private land occasionally and 
this has been remedied.

STREET SIGNS. 


New street signs have been provided for the section of the 
city included within West street on the south and Wilson street 
on the north, and lying westerly from North street. The signs 
are of blue enamel 24x6 inches in size with 4 inch letters and 
are very attractive as well as being easily discernible at night. 
Provision should be made this year for finishing the work 
so that the entire city be properly signed. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The lighting of the streets of the city has been done as 
formerly by the Pittsfield Electric Co., and as far as we have 
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been able to determine has been satisfactory. During the year 
49 incandescent lights have been installed and 3 arc lights. 
This makes a total of 807 incandescent, and 135 arc lights now 
in service. , 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


There has been some dissatisfaction manifested in the man- 
ner in which street sprinkling with water has been done dur- 
ing the year, and while the service during the last part of the 
season was not all that could be desired, no improvement was 
possible with such an unusual lack of water from the supply 
taken from the hydrants. Filling from hydrants means short 
trips for the teams and this could be done only to the beginning 
of August when the use of garden hose, etc., was discontinued, 
and when the taking of water from Silver Lake was begun. 
This entailed but one service a day on some streets, and in 
some instances one every other day, while under the usual 
conditions there were two services a day. Other preventatives 
than water were used on some streets as follows: Calcium 
chloride on South Street, from Backus Block to Redfield Hill, 
West and East Housatonic streets, Wendell, Bartlett and 
Pomeroy avenues, Reed, First, Second, Summer, Union and 
Bradford streets; asphalt emulsion on South street and Tyler 
street; Dustoline on South street and Tyler street; crude oil 
on South street from the river bridge to Country Club. Crude 
oil was used at private expense on Appleton avernue near 
Housatonic street, Holmes Road, and North Street at Benedict 
Hill. Substitutes for water as a dust preventative should be 
used more liberally next season, but the amount is limited by 
the money now raised by assessment. 

The increased use of the automobile changes the dust con- 
ditions most decidedly, and the rate of speed at which these 
vehicles travel, and the differert effect on the road from rubber 
tires as compared with steel tires on wagons, is bound to cause 
a revolution in the manner of street sprinkling, as well as in 
the construction of the wearing surface of roads. 

The amount of street sprinkling in the vear 1908 was 364.686 
square yards, and in 1909 covered 404,276 square yards. While 
there are various compounds of oils, asphalt, chemicals, etc., 
used as dust preventatives, on the streets in different cities in 
addition to water, the Board would recommend for the con- 
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' ditions prevailing here, calcium chloride on well shaded 
streets, road oil on which railway cars are operated, and the 
rest with water. An occasional trial of a new preparation is 
wise, but we believe the best plan to start the season as above 
described. Double team work of 56 hours each day was 
sufficient to water 364,686 square yards of streets in 1908. If 
' 100,000 square yards of streets were treated with calcium 
chloride, and 195,976 square yards with crude oil, this would 
leave a balance of 108,300 square yards, on the basis of this 
year’s work. Allowing for an increase of about 150,000 
square yards in 1910 would require contracting for four double 
teams for watering in 1910, and any deficiency in teams for 
spreading special preparations would be hired by the day. 


STREET SWEEPING. 


The past year a Kindling washing machine or squeegee has 
been used to wash the pavement every day. The machine re- 
quires one double team, and with its use the force of men clean- 
ing by hand is reduced from six to four, and the Saturday 
night sweeping with horse sweepers has been abandoned. The 
machine scrubbed about 90% of the entire pavement each day or 
45,000 square yards. The result is a surface free from dust 
and dirt, which is impossible on asphalt in Pittsfield under the 
old method, and means longer life for the pavement which 
disintegrates when water and dirt stand almost continually on 
it. In addition to an improved sanitary condition, a large saving 
is made in cost of sweeping and cleaning, as the season shows 
a reduction from four to three thousand dollars of annual ex- 
pense. Thus the machine has almost paid for itself in one year.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The increase in sewers built in the last few years means an 
increase in sewage received at the pumping station. When the 
pumps are stopped at 4 p. m. the sewage rises in the reservoirs 
and continues during the night. The capacity of the present 
reservoirs is taxed to the utmost and one new reservoir might 
alleviate conditions if constructed at once. While in the pro- 
cess of construction of such a reservoir it may be well to keep

the future in mind and as two built at one time would cost less 
than when built at different periods, it might appear wise to 
construct both at once. 

One new filter bed has been built at the disposal area but pip- 
ing has been postponed until next year owing to the lateness 
of the season. If the constructing of new reservoirs is de- 
cided at the pumping station, at least four new filter beds 
should be built at the filter field. |

City STABLES. 


The city stables have been maintained during the year as 
usual. There are now eight horses kept there. One horse is 
required for each of the sewer, water, engineering and cross- 
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walk departments and the team horses are employed in plow- 
ing out gutters, removing snow from the streets and various 
other work during the winter. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The Board have had the care and maintenance of the school 
buildings during the year. All repairs have been made prompt- 
ly and in an efficient manner. The funds at our disposal for 
this work were somewhat reduced from last year. The usual 
painting, papering, setting of glass, repairs of boilers etc, bas 
been done.

The Board 
recommend that early action be taken on this most important 
matter.

GENTLEMEN :— | 


I herewith submit my report as your inspector of milk, 
animals and provisions, for the year 1909. 

During the year there were issued 51 licenses to dealers 
in milk. There were also issued two registration certificates 
to dealers in oleomargarine. The fees for these licenses and 
certificates, amounting to $26.50, have been paid to the City 
Treasurer. 8 

At the annual fall inspection there were examined 1350 
animals. The work in the slaughter-houses consisted in the ` 
examination of 104 carcasses, of which 7 were condemned on 
account of tuberculosis and consigned to the rendering tank. 
The total amount of meat thus condemned amounted to 3350 
pounds. 

According to the returns made by the milk dealers, the 
amount of milk sold daily in our city is 8200 quarts. This 
amount at seven cents a quart gives a daily milk bill of $574.00, 
or $209,510.00 per annum. It has been ascertained by statistics 
that the average consumption of milk is eight ounces per 
caput, per diem. Reckoning on this basis, the population of 
our city ought to be 32,800.

GENTLEMEN :— 


The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield, herewith sub- 
mit their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1909. 

The rapid growth of the city is bringing the Department a 
much larger number of unfortunate persons than in the past. 

A large proportion of the aid given by this department goes to 
families of widows in which there are small children or to families 
in which there is sickness, accidents, or deaths. 

We have quite a number of cases where wives and small children 
are deserted by their husbands and there seems to be no remedy in 
sight. We hope for an interstate law sometime to cover these cases. 

We wish to acknowledge the co-operation and assistance of the 
various charitable organizations of the city. 

In this report no account is made of bills payable or bills re- 
ceivable, as they show in the payments and reimbursements of 1910.

School Committee’s Report 


= ee En 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen:—A survey of the past year cálls to mind the 
following facts, among others, as noteworthy and character- 
istic of the development and needs of the sçhool system of 
Pittsfield:—the completion of the Plunkett School, the new 
building at the Junction, the repair of the old Center Grammar 
School building, and the proposal for a new building at Onota 
street, along the line of plant equipment; the opening of a 
Manual Training Department, the adoption of the Pension 
Plan, the change of the minimum rate of salary for grade 
teachers, and the new Science Course in the High School, 
along the line of administrative growth. 

The rapid growth of the school population is not only 
pressing upon our accommodations, but also upon our body 
of workers and the whole educational system. The kinder- 
garten work should be extended; the Manual Training De- 
‘partment should be expanded just as rapidly as possible; 
An some places, especially in the High School, the teaching 
force should be increased so as to relieve the strain where there 
is a tendency to load upon the teachers too much work. Over- 
worked teachers cannot be efficient. 

This year a slight increase has been made in the salaries 
of the grade teachers, making the minimum $10.00 per week 
as compared with $8.50, and the maximum $16.00 per week 
as.compared with $15.00. Provision is also made for a grad- 
uated scale of increase. Some criticism has been made because 
of this additional item of expense. 

Our salaries paid to teachers are none too high now. They 
are doing important work, and should be well paid. Ten 
dollars per week for 40 weeks is equivalent to only $7.70 per. 
week for the year. Sixteen dollars is equivalent to only $12.30. 
If we expect to command the services of good teachers, we must 
pay for them. 


262 


The system of a maximum and minimum salary with a 
fairly elastic system of increase for the teachers in the High 
School should also be considered. 

We want our schools te be efficient and we can not expect- 
efficiency unless we pay for it. Out. of twelve cities in the 
state, Boston excluded, eight are paying more per pupil than 
we are here, and only four less. Springfield pays as high as 
$38.13 per year per pupil as against our $27.53. The average 
cost per pupil per year for the twelve cities mentioned is 
$30.53, or $3.00 per pupil more than we are expending. We 
are not paying a single cent more for our schools than we 
ought to. | : 

The adoption of the pension system by the citizens was very 
just and wise. It is not only just to teachers who have served 
for a long time, but it very properly places a premium on the 
work of those who take up teaching as a life work, as compared 
with those who teach for a few years as a side issue. 

The question of the more frequent promotion of pupils 
might be arranged for. A plan of promotions from one grade 
to another every six months at least, and more frequently if 
arrangements can be made in a satisfactory manner, is being 
considered.

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a SCHOOL ACCOMODATIONS. 


Pittsfield may well be proud of the recently completed 
Plunkett School,—a two story, sixteen room building of beau- 
tiful design and careful construction, embodying the latest 
ideas in school-house building. This school has accomodated 
the pupils who attended the old building on Dunham Street 
and the grammar pupils who had heretofore occupied part of 
the first floor of the High School building, thus relieving the 
late congestion there. | 

An attractive four room building is nearing completion at - 
the Junction, to take the place of one destroyed by fire last 
spring: Meanwhile the pupils from the Junction are trans- 
ported to and from the old Dunham Street building. 

Our very pressing need is that of an eight room building 
to replace the old building on Onota Street, which is in no way 
adequate to the needs of that rapidly growing locality. Fur- 
thermore such a building would relieve the congestion at the 
Briggs School and at the Tucker School. 

The situation at the Rice School also deserves attention. 
At the opening of the fall’ term the unusually large number of 
beginners made it necessary to open a third first grade room 
and to transfer the ninth grade to the Mercer School. There 
has been a steady influx of pupils at Rice School since then 
and the building is at present taxed to its capacity. In the 
near future a new building to the east of the Rice School will 
have to be erected, as practically all the pupils in that school 
live to the east of it, or the upper grades will gradually have 
to be transferred to the Mercer School. ` 

Increased attendance at the Dawes School necessitated 
the opening of a new third grade toom there, and the very 
large classes in many of our rooms made work for an extra 
teacher in most of our large buildings. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


Probably the most notable advance of the year in our 
educational development was the introduction of manual train- 
ing. The upper floor of the old building on Dunham Street 
was fitted up for this work. The main room has been equipped 
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with twenty Larsson adjustable sloyd benches and one demon- 
stration bench, all fully supplied with the necessary tools. 
Also twenty of the old desks were left in position to be used 
for drawing. One small adjoining room is used for the storage 
of lumber and the other will soon be equipped as a finishing 
room. The equipment was installed under the direction of 
` Walfrid T. Victoreen who is in charge of the manual training 
work. Mr. Victoreen, a native of Sweden, and graduate of 
the Sloyd Training School of Boston and of the Shop Courses 
in the Massachusetts Institute of Technology is introducing 
the work with a great deal of enthusiasm and is getting very 
satisfactory results. 

Two hundred boys from the seventh grade are taking the 
work, coming in divisions of twenty, for either a morning or 
an afternoon session of two hours each. The aim of sloyd 
work has been stated as,—‘‘the harmonious development of | 
the pupil, during the formative age, giving him by manual 
exercises and the use of the creative instinct such general 
training as will tend to fit him, mentally, morally and physic- 
ally for any subsequent special training.” By the careful 
making of wooden models, accuracy is sought in the correla- 
tion of eye, brain and hand. 

As a result of the introduction of this work I am hoping 
to see an increased interest in the regular grade work and a 
tendency for some pupils to remain in school longer than they 
otherwise would. As soon as passible the continuation of 
this work should be introduced into the eighth and ninth 
grades, and soon the first floor of the building should be equip- 
ped for work of this character. Visitors will be welcomed 
at all times. 

At present some of the regular seventh grade teachers are 
introducing manual training for the girls,—especially needle- 
work. By the beginning of the next school year, it is hoped 
to have systematic manual training for all the seventh grade 
girls. 

KINDERGARTENS. 

Alterations at the Redfield School have provided one 

more room, so that a new kindergarten was opened there in 
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the fall and both the interest and attendance exceeded all 
expectations. The Redfield seventh grade has been tempor- 
arily transferred to the Plunkett School so that the work of 
altering the Redfield building could be more easily carried on. 


PENSION SYSTEM. 


The adoption of the teachers’ pension system by the citi- 
zens of Pittsfield was a source of satisfaction to all concerned 
with educational work. At the end of the fall term two of 
our teachers were retired on pensions,—Susan E. Stevens and 
Eli C. Smith, both with unusual records of faithfulness and 
long service. Miss Stevens had served as a public school 
teacher for fifty years, lacking a few months, while Mr. Smith 
had served our local schools for over twenty-five years. Few 
_ teachers can lay claim to such a record as that of Miss Stevens. 
That they both may enjoy their well earned rest is the sin- 
cere wish of all who have ever been associated with them 
either as pupils or co-workers. | 

The retirement of Mr. Smith resulted in the appointment 
of Charles F. Smith as supervisor of music, to teach in the 
grammar grades and high school and Mary G. Nugent as 
assistant supervisor of music, to teach in the lower grades. 
This arrangement will result.in more frequent visits to our 
rapidly growing number of rooms than it was possible for one 
supervisor alone to make. Both appointees are well quali- 
fied for their respective work. 


CURRICULUM. 


Spelling books have been placed in the hands of the third 
grade pupils, with the idea that study from the book could 
be done with less strain on the eyes than study from the 
blackboard would cause. Chancellor’s Speller for the third 
grade was selected, thus completing the series of spellers 
already in use in the upper grades. 

Tappan’s American Hero Stories was introduced’ into 
the fifth grade and Frances Gulick Jewett’s Town and 
City, a book on hygiene from a civic standpoint, was intro- 
duced into the sixth grade,—these latter books being for 
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supplementary reading, discussion and language work rather 
than for use as text-books. 

Owing to new discoveries and theories a science course 
needs constant revision. Last spring the superintendents and 
high school principles of Berkshire County, together with the 
science teachers, discussed high school science work with the 
result that the following outline of a four year course was 
drawn up:— 


First Year:—Biology five times a week nduding one 
laboratory period. 


Second Year:—Physiography five times a week including 
one laboratory period. 


Third Year:—Physics five times a wech SES one 
double laboratory period. 


Fourth Year:—Chemistry five times a week including two 
double laboratory periods. 


In accordance with a vote of the School Committee this 
course was adopted, to be put into operation year by year 
until the new course shall have fully supplanted the old one. 
Accordingly biology was introduced into the first year work 
at the High School, Hunter’s Elements of Biology being used 
as a text-book. 


SPECIAL SUBJECTS. 


Penmanship, one of the most exacting forms of manual 
training, is being carried on along the same lines as those of 
last year. The Zaner & Bloser Compendiums which have 
been introduced are a source of help and inspiration to teach- 
ers and pupils. 


In drawing the work this year is along new lines, except 
that, in the grammar grades, the mechanical drawing is the 
same as heretofore. In the present drawing course the idea 
is not only to teach the pupil to draw, but also to teach him 
to apply his drawings along useful lines, thereby developing 
the creative faculty and a better Appreciation of art in its 
broadest sense.

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EVENING SCHOOL. 


In previous years it had been noticed that the attendance 
at Evening School dropped off somewhat after the holiday 
recess. This year the sessions were started a little earlier 
in the fall with the idea of having more of the work done be- 
fore the holidays, and thereby securing a better attend- 
ance. This year there has been an average attendance of 
about one hundred seventy-five, fully three fourths being 
foreign-born adults. All have showed unusual interest, their 
attendance has been regular, and very few have dropped out. 

The work consists of elementary English, grade studies, 
commercial subjects, and freehand drawing, together with 
industrial classes. In the carpentry course the second story 
was added to the frame building started the year before. The 
question has arisen in the minds of some as to whether the 
carpentry work did not duplicate our manual training. Such 
is not the case. Manual training is given to boys in their 
early teens, teaching them the use of tools, while the car- 
pentry course is for older boys and adults, teaching the prac- 
tical work of the carpenter from a mathematical standpoint.

ATHLETICS. 


Last spring the Plunkett School won a decorative shield, 
offered by the Young Men’s Christian Association for supre- 
macy in track athletics, while the Mercer School, in the senior 
_ league, and the Russell School in the junior league, each won a 
cup offered by the Pittsfield Eagle Company for baseball. Last 
fall the High School football team, coached by Mr. Cooke, had 
an unusually successful season. The supervision of High School 
athletics by the Athletic Council has proved of great value. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The eye and ear tests conducted by the teachers showed 
that about eight per cent of our pupils had defective eyesight 
and two per cent defective hearing. Notices were sent to 
the parents who, in most cases, secured professional advice. 

While the problem of education for rural districts is often 
best solved by transportation to the larger graded schools, 
yet in many cases it has been decided to continue the rural 
schools. Here the teacher’s influence for good is incalculable 
and I have found excellent work being done under these con- 
ditions. 7 

I wish to thank the Board of Public Works for their ready 
response to requests for repairs and improvements, and Mr. 
Fred Strong for the personal interest he has taken in this 
work. Special mention should be made of the recent instal- 
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lation of electric lights in both the Tucker and Russell Schools. 
I would recommend that an inexpensive form of bubbling 
drinking fountain be placed in the school buildings not already 
so equipped. 

Superintendent Byram has informed me that he has worked 
out a plan for semi-annual promotions, which can be put into 
operation at the opening of the next school year. He has 
kept in close touch with the needs of our schools during the 
past months and I wish to thank him for advice and many 
valuable suggestions. 

I am convinced that a still closer relation between the 
parent and the teacher will result in more efficient school 
work.. When the teacher understands the home life of the 
pupil and the parent realizes some of the perplexing problems 
of the schoolroom, this mutual understanding should work 
for an enlarged benefit to the pupil. 

In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to you, gentle- 
men of the Committee, for the confidence you have placed 
in me, to teachers, pupils and parents, for their very evident 
spirit of coöperation and to the press for their many courtesies.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Clarence J. Russell, Acting Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—As principal of the High School I have the 
honor to submit the following report for the year 1909. 

The rapid increase in membership, to which I have called 
attention in previous reports, is again the most prominent 
feature of the year’s statistics. The rate of increase may be 
seen by comparing the enrolment with that of ten years ago. 
For the school year ending June, 1899, the total enrolment 
was 247, for the year ending in June, 1909, it was 455; and for 
the year beginning in September, 1909, it is at the date of this 
report 506. These figures show that during the decade the 
enrolment has doubled. 

Since 1907, however, the increase has been much more 
rapid than before that time. During the eight years from 1899 
to 1907 the average gain per year was thirteen. For the year 
ending in June, 1908, the gain was fifty-two; for that ending 
in June, 1909, it was fifty; and for the year beginning last 
September it is thus far fifty-one. In other words, while the 
present enrolment is greater by 259 pupils than that of 1899, 
yet 153 of this number, or about three-fifths of the whole 
increase, have been added within the last three years. 

Our high school building was designed to accomodate six 
hundred pupils. It will be observed from the foregoing figures 
that at the present rate of increase the enrolment will reach 
the capacity of the building in two years more; and even 
though the increase should be much less rapid in the future 
than in the past, yet within a very short time some provision 
must be made for additional room for the school. 

To accomodate the additional pupils at the opening of 
last fall term the southeast corner room on the first floor, 
formerly occupied by a grammar grade, was taken for the use 
of the High School. Even then several of the rooms were 
overcrowded until November, when the completion of the 
Plunkett School permitted the removal of all the remaining 
grammar school pupils from the High School building. Since 
that time the High School has occupied eleven of the twelve 
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main rooms for the seating of pupils and has used the twelfth 
room for recitations. 

In September two teachers were added to our force, Mrs. 
M. A. McCubbin taking the place in the business department 
left vacant by the resignation of Miss Clute, and Miss Vir- 
ginia I. Sayles taking charge of one of the first year rooms. 
This arrangement gave us one more teacher than we had last 
year, making the whole number, including the principal, 
fifteen. But it was soon found that this number of teachers 
was not adequate, since the large size of the recitation divi- 
sions and the great amount of work required of each teacher 
to carry them on rendered the best quality of work impossible, 
besides threatening the health of some of the teachers. Con- 
sequently later in the fall term a request was made for another 
teacher, and Miss Rose E. Converse was appointed, to begin 
her duties the following term. With the usual increase in 
membership next fall at least two more teachers will be needed 
at that time. | 

The attendance record for the year has been very good, 
the percentage of attendance for the school year ending June 
25, 1909, being 96.28, and that for the calendar year ending 
December 17, 1909, 95.97. The percentage of tardiness for 
the same calendar year was only 2.63, the best record in at 
least Six years. 

The class of 1909 numbered seventy-six, of whom five were 
graduated from the Classical Course, twenty-six from the 
Latin-German Course, four from the Latin-Scientific Course, 
eleven from the English Course, and. tewnty-six from the 
Business Course, while four completed only partial courses. 

Since graduation twenty members of the four-year class 
have continued their education. Thirteen of these entered 
college, two entered normal schools, one entered a medical 
school, three entered advanced courses in private secondary 
schools, and one has returned to the High School for further 
study. Of those who entered college two went to Williams, 
two to Smith, and one each to Trinity, Holy Cross, Middle- 
bury, and Mount Holyoke Colleges, Syracuse, Vermont, and 
Norwich Universities, Worcester Polytechnic and Pratt Insti- 
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tutes. Ten entered college wholly by certificate, one wholly 
by examination, and two partly by certificate and partly by 
examination. 

The privilege of sending students to college upon certi- 
ficate without examination has been granted the school by 
every institution to which application for the privilege has 
been made. These institutions include the thirteen New 
England colleges, forming the New England College Entrance 
Certificate Board, as well as several New England colleges out- 
side of this board, and a number of colleges outside of New Eng- 
land. In the case of the colleges represented by the Certificate 
Board,. and also in the case of the Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute, the privilege is granted to any school only for a 
period of three years at a time, renewal depending upon the 
record of the pupils entering these institutions from such 
school during that period. In both cases the three-year period 
for this school terminated with the year 1909, and in both 
cases the privilege was promptly renewed upon application. 

All the graduates of the Business Course who desired posi- 
tions have, so far as is known, secured them. As in previous 
years, many of these positions have been secured through 
the recommendation of the teachers or the principal. Of late, 
in fact, there have been more opportunities to recommend 
graduates than graduates desiring positions. These facts bear 
testimony both to the success of our commercial department 
in preparing pupils for office work and to the desirability of 
the Business Course for pupils intending to fit themselves for 
such work. 

The appointment by the School Committee of an athletic 
council of five members to have general control of the school’s 
athletics has proven to be a most wise and beneficial action. 
This council held nine meetings during the year. It drew up 
a new constitution which was adopted by the Athletic Asso- 
ciation composed of pupils of the school It supervised the 
schedules of games, the appointment of coaches, and the 
financial management of the teams. The year closed with a 
substantial surplus in the treasury of the Athletic Associa- 
tion. l 
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_In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to you as well 
as to my fellow teachers, to the pupils of the school, and to 
the members of the School Committee for the spirit of co- 
6peration and helpfulness manifested by all in the conduct of 
the school.

No giving of time 
or strength is withheld if any child can be helped physically, 
mentally or morally. The eight kindergartners have formed 
themselves into a club which meets every other week for 
stimulus and discussion. I would suggest that the primary 
teachers might visit to advantage in the kindergartens and 
the kindergartners in the primary grades.
